"I am gradually 
adjusting 


myself to the new environment 
and my health is improving. 


"With every good wish I am 


cordially yours, 


"LEO M. FRANK."

Atlanta, Ga., Aug. 20.—Governor 


Nat E. Harris, in his statement on 
the lynching of Leo M. Frank, pub- 
lished today, said that he would do 
all in his power to 
discover

bring to justice the

"'believing that the people at large 
do not justify the wave of lawless- 
ness that seems 
to be spreading 


through the state " 


In concluding his statement, which 


was given in the form of an inter- 
view the governor said: 


"It is especially distressing to me, 


•because the attack was made upon 
the state's own prison, built net 10 
resist the violence of its citizen's out- 
side, but to keep in confinement the 
weak and helpless convicts who were 
unfit for service in the chain gangs 
of the counties." 


The statement, which was devoted 


largely to a review of the hanpen- 
ings at the prison on the nisht of 
August 16 when Frank was abduct- 
ed, points out that state officials had 
believed that any attack on the place 
to scet a prisoner could be withstood 
until the Milledgeville militia could 
he called out. 
The governor 
says, 


however, that the gang that

Frank worked out well laid plans so 
quickly that resistance was impossi- 
ble 


Governor Harris 
gave 
out 
his 


statement after a conference with 
the state prison commission at which 
it was intimatd plans for an investi- 
gation of the whole affair would be 
discussed. 


What plans, if any, were formulat- 


ed, were not made public. The gov- 
ernor had stated that he wanted to 
get any information members of the 
prison commission might have.

the comissioners were filing into the 
governor's office, one of them 
was 


heard to remark: 
"We would like a little information 


ourselves." 
Having offered a reward of $1,500 


"for the first three persons convict- 
ed," in connection with the lynching 
of Leo M. Frank, Governor Nat E. 
Harris will call a conference in At-

The 
state prison farm, from which Frank

ANOTHER WHITE STAR LINER SUNK. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM] 


New York, Aug. 20.—Advices received here today bring a report 


that the AVhite Star .liner liovic has been torpedoed and sunk by a 
German submarine. 
The Bovie has been employed in the 
Australian 
service. She was a vessel of 6,500 tons. 


The local officers of the White Star line were without direct news 


of the sinking of the Bovic, although they had heard the report, which 
came, it was said, from London. 


The Bovic, it was said by the officials, was a freighter and on her 
last trip sailed on August 8 from New York for Manchester, England. 
The Bovic is a s-low boat, having a speed of about ten knots an hoar, 
and according to the officials, should just about be In the.war zone to- 
day. 
• 


The Bovic when she sailed from here, was loaded to capacity with 


a general cargo, including, it is said, large quantities of war munitions. 
The Bovic carried no passengers. 
- - 


The Bovic was built at Belfast in 1892. She is 47O feet long, 5* 
feet beam and 23 feet deep.. Her gross tonnage is 6,583. 


The entire crew was signed up in England and there were believed 


to be no Americans among the number. The crew consisted of about 
sixty men.

London, Aug. 20.—The best information now available indicates 


that a score or more persons lost their lives in the sinking of the 
AVhite Star Liner Arabic by a German submarine yesterday morning off 
the south coast of Ireland. Thus far, it has not been determined defi- 
nitely whether any Americans are among; the dead. Dr. Edmond -F, 
Wood, of Jauesville, Wis., and Mrs. Josephine L. Brngniere an American, 
who lived in Europe for some years, are missing. 


The White Star line announced this morning that all but eight Of 


the passengers had been landed at Queenstown. Four of these were said 
to be Americans. According to inf01 mation cabled to 
Washington, 
Vy 


Lewis C. Thompson, American consul at Queenstown, however, Dr. Wood 
and Mrs. Burguiere are the only missing Americans. 
The other two 


—James Houlihan, of Philadelphia and Thomas Elmore, of New Ifoarfe, 


were reported by Mr. Thompson to ha*e been saved. 


In all, about 400 of the 423 persons on board the Arabic have been 


accounted for. The fate of the others is still in doubt, but as the hows 
lengthen since the Arabic met with swift destruction, hopes that the 
others may have been saved are fading.

eight of the passengers were saved 
bore out earlier reports that 
the 


great majority of the missing were 
members of the crew. Captain Wil- 
liam Finch, of the Arabic, gave tes- 
timony of the heroism of his engi- 
neers and firemen, several of whom 
remained at their posts to the last, 
to insure the safety of the passen- 
gers and probably sacrificed 
their 


lives. Other survivors say that the 
torpedo which rent the Arabic's huU 
killed outright several men in the 
boiler rooms. The torpedo struck on 
the starboard side about one hun- 
dred feet from the stern, near the 
location of the boiler room. 


The torpedoing of the Arabic has

Judge Dyer in deciding this case 


considered only one of

Marsans in their petition for a mod- 
ification or dissolution of the injunc- 
tion 
This was that Marsans' con- 


tract with the Cincinnati Nationals 
was not binding after October 
14, 


1914. 


The two points not considered by 


the court were, the charge that the 
Cincinnati Clud did not comply with 
the contract with Marsans and that 
the contract was ndt binding because 
it lacked in mutuality. 


Technically, the decision of Judge 


Dyer is a modification and not a dis- 
solution of the 
injunction 
against 


Marsans. 


The court did net decide the entire 


question raised in the Marsans in- 
junction suit but set aside that part 
of the 
injunction 
that 
restrained 


Mrasans from playing with any oth- 
er team in 1915 or 191C. 


The decision reserves for final de- 


cision the question of the mutuality 
of Marsans' contract with Cincinnati 
—that is, the 10 day clause, but sets 
forth that clause eight of the con- 
tract applies only to the season of 
1914. 


This clause fixes Marsans' salary 


at $4,400. The court held that this 
clause did not bind Marsans to play 
for Cincinnati during the 1915 and 
191ft seasons, and sets forth that the 
three-year claim of Cincinnati to thp 
Cuban player cannot be grounded on 
this clause.

against any annexation of conquer- 
ed territory by Germany addressed 
to the German chancellor jointly by 
committees of the Social Democratic 
party and the Socialist groups in the 
reichstag, is published today by Hu- 
manite. 


The document points out that the 


party joined the 
present 
struggle 


with the rest of the Gernran people 
o defend national existence and in- 
dependence, not to make conquests. 


"'Every infringement by force," 


it says, "of the autonomy and inde- 
pendence of a people con-tains the 
germs of future wars and implies in 
itself a dangerous coalition of ene- 
mies against Germany. 
The asser- 


tion that the German empire needs 
to acquire territory east and west to 
insure her economic existence is re- 
futed by the brilliant economic prog- 
ress made by Germany in her pres- 
ent form." 


The manifesto is dated June 25, 


but never yet, it is said, has been 
published in Germany.

•war were hundreds or moudcuids ot 
good shots and thousands of expert 
mark&men and sharpshooters. 
Many 


of thefae "dead shots" will attend the 
Wa&hlngton encampment and 
will 


pay particular attention to that sec- 
tion of the National Defense Confer- 
ence which will consider the training 
of the citizenry of this country in 
tnp use of the military rifle. 


Col. John McElroy, 
past 
senior 


vice 
conimander-in-chiet 
of 
the 


Grand Army of the Republic, says 
that training in the use of the rifle 
is one of the most important subjects 
to be considered at the conterence. 


"Good riflemen among the citizens 


are the best nucleus lor our volun- 
teer armies," declared Colonel Mc- 
Klroy today. 


The National Rifle Association of 


America claims to be the oldest and 
most practical peace society in this 
country. 
It was organized in 1871 


for the purpose ot teaching the citi- 
zens of the country how to efficient- 
ly handle the army rifle, thus mak- 
ing its citizens capable of becoming 
efficient volunteers to defend their 
country in time of need. Officers of 
the Association claim that if we had 
in this country a 
million citizens 


trained in the use of the service arm 
that it would be a more potent factor 
in the maintenance of peace 
than 


the orations of a million peaee-at-anj 
price men. This National Associa- 
tion receives no federal support and 
its work has been maintained by the 
donations 
of 
patriotically inclined 


citizens through the taking out of 
life memberships. Among such men 
may 
be 
mentioned 
ex-Presidents 


Taft and Roosevelt, ex-Senator Root, 
former Secretary of State 
Robert 


Bacon, 
former Secretary 
of 
the 


Navy Meyer, former Secretaries of 
War Dickinson and Wright, Senators

prominent business leaders as Judge 
Gary, John Wanairaker, H. C. Frick, 
George Westinghouse and hundreds 
of others 
Ex-Senator Root says of 


the work of the N R. A : 
"The purposes of the National Rule

greatest importance and the methods 
by which it proposes to attain them 
are 
simple, 
direct 
and suited 
to 


American life and character." 


A great impetus was given to rifle 


training among citizens by the pas- 
sage of an act by Congress last year 
authorizing the free distribution of 
Krag rifles and ammunition to rifle 
clubs and the work ot organizing the 
clubs and carrying on the- training 
was put in the hands of the National 
Rifle Association by the Secretary of 
War. 
Since that time over 200 clubs 


have been organized and to them has 
been issued &06 Krag rifles and 550,150 
rounds of ammunition. 
The National Rifle Association has 


asked the War Department to approve 
a measure for the adoption of a na- 
tional policv of range 
construction, 


claiming 
that 
the proposition 
to 


train civilians of the 
country can 


never amount to anything from a na- 
tional standpoint until ranges 
are 


provided where the 
citizens 
can 


shoot. There has been a great de- 
mand by writers on military subjects 
and the press in general for the adon- 
tion by this country of a modified 
Swiss system, 
but 
most of 
these 


writers overlook the fact that the sine 
qui non of that system is rifle train- 
ing, the important feature of a sol- 
dier's duties which are greatly ne- 
glected in this counry. Provision al- 
so must be made to furnish govern- 
ment rifle clubs with ammuniion and 
target supplies as well as ranges, and 
army officers should be detailed 
as 


instructors and supervisors for these 
clubs. 
At the present time there are en- 


rolled as members of the 
National 


Rifle Association shooting under its 
rules and regulations, and making an- 
nual reports of their work, 500 gov- 
ernment rifle clubs, 110 school and 57 
college clubs, all training 
with the 


military rifle.
